When President Eusebio Ayala of Paraguay formally declared''war on 
the neighboring country of Bolivia, be did more than hurl the two coun- 
tries at each other's throats—he put the League of' Nations on /trial. 
Both Paraguay and'Bolivia are members of^the League, and if that 
august body cannot control its own members, then it must admit failure 
to carry out the purpose for which it was created: Although there has 
been fighting in many parts of the world since the European cataclysm, 
thisjs the first official war with which the League has had to deal »;nce 
its conception. And should the Geneva body fail to bring its refractory 
members into line, there is little it can offer.by way of excuse. 
The 


Paraguay-Bolivia trouble has been brewing for years, and there has been 
fighting for the past eleven months. In those eleven months 40,000 men 
have been killed while the two countries fought for possession of the 
300,000 square miles of wilderness, known as the Gran Chaco. Neither 
side would listen to the peace-making efforts of neutral neighbors, Pratt- 
dent.Arala asserting that Paraguay was fighting for life, and President 
Daniel Salamanca of Bolivia equally insistent that his country merely 
was defending itself. 
Incidentally, Bolivia is vastly superior in man- 


power and equipment to Paraguay. Too, the Bolivian Army has been 
trained by General Hans Kundt, German military genius. But against 
that, the Paraguayans are known to be amongst the most stubborn 
fighters in the world. Back in the 1870's it took three nations, Argen- 
tina, Brazil and Uruguay, five years to vanquish her after she had lost

and others who have given 
any study to the subject rec- 
ognize that the World war 
was one of the causes, and 
maybe the major one, of 
the Depression, it is doubt- 
ful if this factor has receiv- 
ed the importance of atten- 
tion it deserves. 


Dr. James 
T. Shotwell, 


professor of history at Co- 
lumbia university, in a re- 
port to the trustees of the 
Carnegie Endowment for In- 
ternational Peace, of which 
he is a director, describes 
the depression as "the last 
battle of the World war." 
His observations are especi- 
ally interesting at the pres- 
ent time, and, if 
studied, 


may serve as an enlighten- 
ing "feliide to those seeking 
to get political and econom- 
ic conditions back to nor- 
mal. 


The Columbia professor 


dpes_not place entire respon- 
sibility upon the war but 
sees it as the fundamental 
cause, with political follies 
or blunders of the post-war 
period as contributing fac- 
tors. The interdependence of 
industrialized 
nations, he 


points out, was demonstrat- 
ed by the war, which "was 
kept going by incredible ef- 
fort and unlimited borrow- 
ings,

apportionment will be reduce.d to 
about 17 million dollars, frm the 
recent 35 million, and when the 
deficit is paid, it will leave nly 
about 11 million for next year, or 
one-third the 
amount of recent 


years. This will necesitate cutting 
expenses two-thirds. 


"I do not know how we can face 


the problem, but do not let us cut 
the teachers' salaries below the 
average cut in other lines of en- 
deavor, and do not let us operate 
tuition schools part time/'

Being Browbeaten. 


"The school profession i.s being 


browbeaten, in that many things 
are being said and done in a set 
prograny^to discount the progress 
of schools. One of these things 
is -the senate's excluding 6-year- 
old children from school, and pro- 
hibiting post graduates in

schools.

better than 1 do." He cited fig- 
ures showing the state apportion- 
ment would be reduced from 35 
million dollars to 17 million dol- 
lars, and with a deficit to be paid, 
will resit, in about 11 millions for 
the operation of the schools, which 
Is a reduction of about two-third* 
from previous years. 
This will 


necessitate cutting operating costs 
to one-third of recent years. 


"I fear the legislature will ad- 


journ without giving us adequate 
support, and the per capita appor- 
tionment now appears to be about 
$13 or $14, with the deficit to T>e 
paid out of that amount, or $8 or 
$9 with the deficit already.paid. 
Situation Deplorable. 


"It looks like politics are trying 


to use the schools' need of tax 
money "as a means of legalizing 
the sale of beer in Texas, It is a 
deplorable situation if epople are 
asked to vote for beer so that 
children may continue their edu- 
cation. 


"Furthermore, I am opposed to 


a part-time tuition basis opera- 
tion of schools, and to a reduc- 
tion in teachers' salaries that is 
in lower proportion to those of 
other ccupations. 


"I don't know how to face these 


problems, but after purging our- 
selves 
of 
selfishness, 
we must 


show our devotion for the pupils' 
good. 
If there is no special ses- 


sion of the legislature, the Texas 
State Teachers' Association execu- 
tive committee will keep people 
informed when to ask the legisla- 
ture to work out an equitable plan 
in support of the schools,"

Stilwell concluded.
